THE FORMOSAN LOTTERY, 
LATEST COMPLICATIONS, 
ly . 

When the Form:san Government started 
lotteries, we pointed ont that the scheme could 
not equare with Japaneso law. The anomaly is 
havinge somes of js oxpected results, Thene 
Formosan lotteries ‘liavea now been held, and the 
first, prize, Y5),000, has bean twies won in 
Osakn. Lhe first wiuner of Y5°,000 waa na man 
living in Sakai, He sold tho winning ticket, to 
the Mitsui Bustan Kaisha at a discount of 10 
per ovat aud go obtained a oleae ¥45,000. The 
second Osaka winner of the first prize, as wo 
huve vr oently mentioned, has been involved in 
much trouble and annoyance, at last giving 
himself up te the'anthorities, — According to the 
Osaka Matnichi, Chief Procnrator Kokubu of 
tho Osaka Chiho Suibansho, being strongly in 
favour of punishing all bayers in Japan of 
Formosan to'tery Cickets, the present “ winner” 
of tho firat priza will very probably 
Le prosocuted, But as ho voluntarily surren- 
dored himself to the authorities, he will probably, 
be discharged.
